The 220,569 acres offered for homestead 
are classified as agriculture in character, 
hut are for the most part covered with a 
growth of timber, which ranges from scat­ 
tered trees to a heavier growth.

Ex-service men will be given ninety-one 
days in 'which to file upon the land after 
which it will be thrown open to the general 
public. 
Entries will 
be restricted to 60 
acres. 
Homestead entrymen upon public lands, 
who are of foreign birth and who are ap­ 
plying for naturalization papers, are assur­ 
ed by the department of the interior that 
their entries will not be canceled merely be­ 
cause they have not been admitted to citi­ 
zenship prior to the expiration of the statu­ 
tory life of their entries. 
One of the stipulations made by the in­ 
terior epartment is that the entrymen of 
foreign birth must show that they are act­ 
ing in good faith before suspension of final 
proof will be effective.

THE REAL LODGE REVEALED. 


Senator Lodge’s most ardent admirers— 
a few do exist— are distressed and grieved 
by his utterance regarding the Harding 
world court proposal. The Nev/ York Trib­ 
une complains that the statement is so am­ 
biguous that “every possible interpretation 
has been drawn. Mr. Lodge is for the court 
and against the court, for reservations that 
help and for reservations that kill. As for 
the real beliefs and intentions of the sena­ 
tor they are still his own secret.” 
Of course, they are. 
That is what the 
senator intended and that is why, when he 
had to say something, he issued a statement 
which would not prevent him from jump­ 
ing in any direction he might prefer later 
on. But in spite of the fact that Mr. Lodge 
left loopholes through which he might 
easily crawl if the exigencies of the situa­ 
tion required him to change his position, 
the position which he did take in his state­ 
ment was a position hostile to the Harding 
plan. The Tribune recognizes this when it 
says further along: “If Senator Lodge in­ 
tends to be an 
insurgent and fight the 
party, he should, in all fairness, state his 
personal dissent frankly and fight in the 
open. He owes it to himself and to his po­ 
sition in the party to make his position 
clear beyond suspicion or doubt.” 
Now* the New York 
Tribune 
has long 
been one of Mr. Lodge’s most earnest eu­ 
logists. 
It was apparently the Tribune’s 
earnest appeal to Mr. Lodge to state where 
he stood in regard to the Harding proposal 
that brought from the Massachusetts sena­ 
tor the statement which is now the topic of 
discussion. It will be disappointing to Mr. 
Lodge to discover that his statement has not 
satisfied the Tribune, but has roused dark 
suspicions in its breast, suspicions which 
impel it to demand from him another state­ 
ment which will be definte, honest and de­ 
cisive and will really tell the world where 
Mr. Lodge stands and wThat he intends to 
do. 
It is fairly safe to predict that Mr. Lodge 
will issue no such statement at this time 
and hence it is reasonable to assume that 
the Tribune will no longer admire him so 
enthusiastically. 
Now*, if General Wood 
should issue a hostile or an 
ambiguous 
statement about the Harding proposal, 
both the Tribune’s idols will have fallen 
and it will not know* where to turn. 


THROWING DUST AT ELECTRIFIED 
SAND. 


From the Boston Transcript. 
As it takes at least two to conduct a con­ 
troversy, the weather bureau has it all its 
own way in claiming that it is impossible to 
produce rain in appreciable amounts by the 
use of electrified sand scattered from an 
airplane. Accounts have been printed say­ 
ing that rain w*as so caused to fall by Dr. 
Wilder D. Bancroft of Cornell University 
and L. Francis Warren in cooperation with 
the air service of the 
army. 
As to the 
w eather bureau’s statement Dr. Bancroft in 
a telegram to the New York Times says: 
“No use arguing with the bureau. 
Prefer 
to wait for results and let them do the ex­ 
plaining.” 
And that’s that. In the meantime, pend­ 
ing determination of the question either by 
the production of copious rain or the con­ 
tinuation of an obstinate drought regard­ 
less of attacks upon it, question arises as to 
w*hat will happen should Dr. Bancroft suc­ 
ceed in showing the w*eather bureau that it 
is error. 
If man can cause rain to fall in 
measurable amounts over considerable 
areas, how is that great pow*er to be exer­ 
cised? 
Evidently there must be a new 
body of laws for its control. 
Certain cardinal principles at once sug­ 
gest themselves. Clearly it should be made 
a penal offense to produce rain on legal 
holidays. 
It might be declared a misde­ 
meanor, at least, to cause a shower to fall 
on a big league ball game at any time. 
Doubtless church-goers and joy riders 
would for once stand on common ground 
when they demanded stringent prohibition 
of rain-making on Sundays. But matters of 
that sort would be easily settled. 
Not so 
simple would be the problems involved in 
establishing regulations to protect the far­ 
mer against interference w*ith good haying 
w*eather, w*hile, at the same time, providing 
that dry spells 
should 
be 
relieved by 
showers needed to save the garden truck. 
But it is a discussion of an academic 
question. It will remain so, unless Dr. Ban­ 
croft can get those results which he pre­ 
dicts will cause the weather bureau to do 
the explaining. 
This year’s showers are 
not likely to be artificial. 


MORE LAND FOR EX-SERVICE MEN. 


From the Kansas City Journal. 
Another immense tract of public land 
has been throw n open to ex-servif-e men of 
the world war for homesteading by Secre­ 
tary of the Interior Work. 
It is located in Coos and Douglas coun­ 
ties in the western part of Oregon and 
covers an area of approximately 220,569 
acres. 
The land was originally contained 
in the Oregon and California railroad and 
the Coos Bay w*agon road land grants, the 
ti tie of w*hich has been restored and rein­ 
vested in the government. 
According to the plans of the interior de­ 
partment, a complete list of these lands will 
be printed and distributed by the general 
land office at Washington and the local 
land offices 
at Roseburg, 
Portland, and 
Lakeview*, Oregon, where entries may be

Is Native Missourian 
NORMAN, 
Okla., May 8.—Eleven 
years of service as president of the 
University of Oklahoma was brought 
to an end yesterday when Dr. Strat­ 
ton Duluth Brooks accepted the pres­ 
idency of the 
University of 
Mis­ 
souri. 
Dr. Brocks came to the University 
of Oklahoma in 1912, after it had 
had twenty years of existence with 
a small enrollment and inadequate 
facilities. 
The 
enrollment in 1912 
was 876 students, and at the close of 
1922 the registrar’s books 
showed 
5,232 students had received instruc­ 
tion in that school year. 
In similar 
proportions, the facilities of the uni­ 
versity increased under Dr. Brook’s 
direction and the institution now is 
rated class A. 
Dr. Brooks steadfastly had refused 
offers from other institutions until 
the educational system of the state 
was drawn into the political turmoil 
brought onbv the election of Gover­ 
nor Walton, the farm-labor candidate 
last fall. 
Governor 
Walton 
first 
opened fire on the university by cut­ 
ting the appropriations $132,000 and 
vetoing the appropriations for build­ 
ings. 
He next ousted the board of 
regents and 
appointed bis 
own 
board, a procedure never before at­ 
tempted. 
Dr. Brooks’s departure from Okla­ 
homa is viewed with alarm by the 
alumni, faculty 
members and 
stu­ 
dent body and many faculty mem­ 
bers 
openly 
have 
declared 
they 
would resign if Dr. Brooks left the 
university, which would leave it wide 
open to political influences. Alumni 
associations 
from 
every 
town 
in 
Oklahom, the student body, the fac­ 
ulty and Norman business men unan­ 
imously have indorsed 
Dr. 
Brooks 
within the last week and urged he be 
retained here. 
Dr. Brooks came to the University 
of Oklahoma from 
Boston, 
Mass., 
w here he was city superintendent of 
public schools. 
He Is a native 
of 
Missouri, being born at Everett Sep­ 
tember IO, 1869, but was educated 
in Michigan and Massachusetts. He 
was graduated from 
the 
Michigan

“I am greatly pleased with the ac­ 
tion of the board of curators, and I

Doctor Brooks has a national repu­ 
tation as an educator and adminis­ 
trator. 
In his eleven years at the 
University of Oklahoma be played 
the most important part in the de­

of the leading universities 
of

southwest. Under his leadership the 
University of Missouri will continue 
to develop and render increased ser­ 
vices to the state.”

Europe for the first time, experiences 
a curious little pang of homesickness 
for his native shores the first time he 
tries to make use of a foreign tele­ 
phone. The service, in countries where 
the telephone system is government 
owned, is so inferior that it never fails 
to arouse a storm of criticism from 
Americans. 
Walter Hines Page, one of the most 
highly respected ambassadors who ever 
represented his country at the Court 
of St. James, both by Americans and 
Brtish, found the telephone service in 
london impossible, according to his 
biographer. Burton J. Hendrick, who 
has recently published “The Life and 
Letters of Walter Page.” 
A letter, written by Mr. Page to his 
brother, Robert N. Page, December 22, 
1913, includes the following passage 
from the relation of his Impressions of 
the English; “Except that part of life 
which is ministered to in mechanical 
ways, they insist conveniences. 
They 
don’t really like bathrooms yet. They 
prefer great tin tubs and they use 
howls and pitchers when a bathroom is 
next door. The telephone—I^ord deliver 
us!—I’ve given up hope. 
They know 
nothing about it 
It is a government 
concern, but so is the telegraph and 
the dos!-office, and they are remarkably 
good and swift.” 
Another letter, written to Frank N. 
Doubleday, May 29, 1916, while Mr. 
Page was resting at Bournemouth, 
reads in part; “Our form of govern­ 
ment and our scheme of society—God 
knows they need improving—are yet so 
immeasurably superior, as systems, to 
anything on this side of the world the.* 
no comparison need be made.”

Bean Aristocrats 


Lima beans, whether the pole or 
bush varieties are planted, are thej 
last seeds to put in the open ground,! 
when it is well warmed up. It is not 
safe to take a chance on very cool 
weather with the limas in the open, 
but it pays well to start them in ad­ 
vance in paper pots where they can 
be protected from chilly nights o r (' 
days when the 
temperature 
takes 
one of the drops we know we may 
look for during early spring weather ' 
Plant two seeds—two beans—eye 
down and on edge in a three-inch pa-, 
per pot, and as soon as the nights 
are past the cool 
stage tear 
the 
paper away from the ball of earth 
and set them in 
the 
hill. 
Seeds j 
should not be planted in the open 
until the trees are in full leaf, as no' 
vegetable is so susceptible to cold, j 
particularly chilly nights, as the lima 
bean. 
The start from two or three weeks ( 
ahead of the outdoor planting season 
gives a chance not only for earlier J 
fresh limas but will give the plant a 
chance to develop a more bountiful 
crop. 
The handiest way to handle1 
these early-started limas is to set the 
paper pots In flats or handy boxes,' 
setting them outdoors on bright, sun-! 
shiny days and 
bringing 
them 
in 
when it is cool. A dozen or so pots! 
can be handled with little trouble in 
this way and a dozen hills of early1 
limas particularly the pole variety, 
will mean a good-sized picking. 
In laying out the location for the 
bush limas, allow for plenty of space. 
Some gardeners have difficulty with 
the dwarf limas and have given them 
up as not worth while because of the 
poor yield, because they 
tried 
to 
grow the mclosely planted 
in rows 
just as they did string beans. 
This 
is all wrong and little can be expect­ 
ed of the limas in the way of yield 
with this close planting. They need 
at least 
eighteen 
inches 
between 
hills and two feet 
will be 
better. 
With good soil and ample cultivation 
they will yield a surprising number 
of beans as compared with the close­ 
ly planted patches. 
The gloater space gives them not 
only sufficient plant food without too 
much competition, but permits 
the 
plant to develop to its full extent and 
provide a great number of bearing 
branches. 
If you have been discour­ 
aged with hush limas, try them again 
in the warmest spot in the garden j 
with plenty of room 


The Earliest 
Sweet Corn 
Take a chance with your first sow-1 
ing of sweet corn. Sow an early va-1 
riety at least two weeks before the 
farmers put in field corn in your I 
neighborhood, and if weather is fav- 1 
orable even more start than this is ' 
advisable. 
Late sown-com is best, 
of course, but then the 
first 
crop 
seems sw’eeest. 
Golden Bantam, 
favorite as it is I 
among home gardeners, is not the! 
earliest. Cory and Malakoff are even i 
earlier. 
In the West Early Iowa is 
esteemed and in the East Early May- I 
flower is a favorite. All these grow 
rapidly and mature before the stalks j 
are very high. 
These dwarf early 
varieties 
a r e 1 
dieal forthe home garden and take 
much less space than the later and I 
more robust sorts. 
The early varie­ 
ties should be sown in rows instead 
of hills, which is advisable for the i 
later kinds. 
Plant in the richest soil in the gar-1 
den two inches deep and thin to fo u r! 
inches apart in the rows. The rows 1 
should be two feet apart. 
As the 
young plants grow along they should j 
be thinned to a foot apart for their j 
best development 
wThen they have I 
reached a height of six inches. 
The * 
rows may be hilled up 
slightly 
to j 
give the auxiliary roots quick lodg­ 
ment in the soil, as they are the a n -1 
chorage for the stalk as it grows! 
heavy. 
Of all vegetables 
corn 
demands 
constant cultivation more insistently 
for its development. 
It should be 
planted in squares instead of long 
row’s in order to insure more com­ 
plete pollination and wrell-filled ears, 
As corn is fertilized by the wind, 
there is great loss of pollen in the 
long single rows and consequently 
very many more ear? which are only 
partly filled out. Planted In squares 
ears only half filled out the length of 
the cob or with bare spots upon them 
are rar^. 
Corn *s one vegetable that must be 
home grown to be appreciated at its ‘ 
best. It must be fresh picked if it is 
to retain its sweetness and flavor. 
Held in the market for 24 hours, it Is s 
a vegetable of 
altogether different 
ilavor. The sugar turns to starch in 
a chemical 
change 
which 
follow’s 
picking within four hours. Sweet 
corn should be picked not more than 
an hour before it goes into the ket-j 
tie. Ten minutes in boiling water will 
cook it.
